The  Public  Health  Inspector  a,lso  has  responsibilities  regarding  Improvement 
Brants  and  administers  the  refuse  collection  service.  He  is  also  the 
appointed  Inspector  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  I963. 

As  it  v:as  (and  still  is)  mar  considered  opinion  that  an  area  with  a  population 
of  10,000  requires  the  services  of  the  equivalent  of  one  whole  time  public 
health  inspector  devoting  his  time  solel^^'  to  the  statutory/  duties  of  a 
public  health  inspector,  I  prepared  a  nemorandum  on  this  subject  for  con¬ 
sideration  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  early  in  the  year. 

Since  changes  in  the  organisation  of  the  administra,tion  of  the  Council  were 
under  consideration,  I  a.grecd  to  withold  this  memorandum,  temporarily’’,  until 
tho  reorganisation  had  been  finalised.  This  will  be  taking  place  during  the 
current  year. 

IThrtever  the  changes  made  raay’’  be  in  relation  to  the  duties  of  your  Public 
Health  Inspector,  I  woiild  still  record  that  it  is  m.y  advice  that  the  true 
equivalent  of  one  whole  tir.e  public  health  inspector  is  necessary  in  your 
district  to  give  the  nccessa-ry  coverage  of  public  health  responsibilities 
normally  undertaken  by’’  a  public  health  inspector. 

HATER  SUPPLY 

The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Hater  Boa.rd  have  responsibility  for  the 
public  v;ater  supplies  in  the  district. 

There  has  been  close  co-operation  rdth  the  Officers  of  the  Board. 

Copies  of  the  reports  of  the  regular  weekly;"  samples  taken  by’’  the  Board 
are  sent  to  this  office.  Similarly’’,  reports  on  samples  taken  by’’  your 
Officer  are  sent  to  the  Board. 

346  Sample  reports  were  obtained  from  the  Board  and  2  taken  by’’  y’’our 
Officers. 
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In  quality  and  quantity  the  supply''  has  regained  stisfactory.  Sanples 
examined  for  lead  content  and  plionho  solvency  have  proved  sc,tisfactory.

hOOLLAi'IE  '■  This  village  has  a  private  supply  from  a  spring  v/hich  is  satis¬ 
factory  in  qua.ntity  and  quality.  Seven  samples  a'ere  taken  from 
this  supply  during  the  course  of  the  year,  all  of  which  \;cre 
satisfactory. 

STOICE  hAlId'-This  supply  gives  rise  to  concern  by  periodic  faileire  and  due 
to  the  content  of  iron  in  the  ’water.  During  tho  Autumn,  some 
'v.’ork  was  carried  out  at  tho  boro  hole  and  the  water  seems  to 
ha.ve  been  improved  as  tho  iron  roaching  consur.icrs  seems  to  havo 
been  much  reduced. 

T\,-onty  two  sai.'plcs  were  taken  from  this  supply  during  tho  year, 
tliirte On  being  satisfactory,  five  suspect  and  four  unsatisfactory. 

BELCrulLvdl'jL  -  This  smll  group  of  dv/ellings  (five  in  all)  is  supplied  from 
quite  a  good  land  spring,  but  there  is  occa,siona.l  failure  of  the 
pump  which  supplies  a  sna.ll  reservoir  and  this  has  led  to  com¬ 
plaints.  Vlien  cho  main  spring  suppljdiag  these  properties  fails 
for  some  roa-son,  there  is  an  rdterna,tivo  supply  which  can  bo 
utilised  but  this  is  much  less  satisfactory  than  the  one  prin¬ 
cipally  used.  Deiring  tho  year  ton  samples  have  been  taieon  from 
this  hamlet,  three  being  satisfantory,  four  suspect  and  three 
unsatisfactory.  It  is  unlikely  tha.t  anything  can  be  done  by  x;ay 
of  improvement  until  the  Hater  Board's  now  main  is  avadlable. 
This,  v;o  understand,  is  the  main  v’hich  is  likely  to  pass  also 
through  the  parish  of  Stoke  Halce. 


DRAINAGE  MD  SET.UmGE 

All  the  major  parishes  havo  got  sc\:crage  schemes.  The  only  serious 
nuisance  c2cisting  due  to  the  lack  of  such  a  scheme  is  in  the  Koorside 
district  of  Liarnhull. 

A  scheme  to  improve  drainage  in  the  Moorside  anoa  (in  conjunction 
with  drainage  in  the  Todber  area  in  the  Shaftesbury  Rural  District)  wan 
prepared,  but  a.t  the  end  of  the  yean  a-greement  v/ith  the  Shaftesbury  RDC 
had  not  been  reached. 

The  scheme  to  eliminate  the  surcharging  of  sen'crs  in  the  Pil-woll 
area  of  Mannhull  xvas  completed  during  the  year. 


£o s  s  p  o  o l..JBi:ip.tying 

The  cesspool  emptAdng  service  provided  by  the  Council  und.cr  Section 
76  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  operated  by  contract,  has  continued  to 
operate  reasonably  satisfactorily. 

In  an  attempt  to  overcome  tho  difficulties  and  indiscriminate  dis¬ 
posal  of  cesspool  contents,  the  old  refuse  tip  ai  Eifehead  Neville  has 
been  used  for  tho  disposal  of  the  contents  of  all  cesspools  emptied  in 
tho  district,  including  the  tanks  at  slaughterhouses. 

This  oxperii.ient  rill  continue  as  long  as  there  is  no  nuisance  arising 
from  this  disposal  andi  if  it  can,  in  fact,  continue  indefinitely  it  will 
make  a  valuailo  contribution  towa.rde  the  control  of  the  disposal  of  cess¬ 
pool  contents  and  should,  make  some  marked,  contribution  in  the  animal 
health  fields.

Once  again,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no  statutory  actions  was  re¬ 
quired  to  be  taken  during  the  year  under  these  Acts  for  the  compulsorjr  re¬ 
moval  of  an  old  person  requiring  care  and  attention,  to  an  Institution. 

Persons  of  this  categor3r  are  not  unknorm.  One  is,  however,  most  re¬ 
luctant  to  initiate  action  under  this  Act  unless  the  i/elfare  of  other 
persons  is  seriously  interfered  with.  It  is  ra.rcl^'’  in  the  true  interests 
of  the  persons  themselves,  \/hen  compulsory'-  removal  is  so  often  follo\;ed 
early  demise,  -which  cannot  be  ddsassociated  from  the  compulsory  removal. 

One  incidence  occurred  in  your  district  a  y’-car  ago  -iv'hon  such  action 
had  to  be  miost  seriously  considered.  It  v:o,s  very  difficult  to  decide 
whether  or  not  the  particular  circuiistancos  in  the  co.so  called  and  justi¬ 
fied  for  action  being  taken.  A  year  later  I  am  pleased  that  the  risk  v;as 
accepted  for  it  has  allowed  the  person  concerned  to  enjoy  one  more  year, 
at  least,  to  remain  in  her  ovm  home,  where  she  vrants  to  be.

Twenty  dwellings  were  provided  by  the  Council.  These  constitute 
the  grouped  d-^rellings  (flatlets)  at  ^rinsley  Court  -  provici-ing  v;elfare 
facilities  and  warden  supervision. 

The  Hanover  Housing  Association  group  of  old  people's  flats  (26) 
also  providing  welfare  facilities  and  warden  supervision  were  also 
completed  during  the  year. 

This  provision  has  gone  a  long  way  to  meeting  the  demand  locally 
for  old  people’s  dv;ellings.  The  next  step,  now  under  consideration, 
is  to  provide  suitable  background  heating  and  improved  facilities  in 
the  indi vidua,!  old  people’s  bungalows  to  enable  the  occupants  of  those 
to  enjoy  some  of  the  benefits  of  those  living  in  the  grouped  old  people’s 
dwellings.

Salnonollosis  infection  amongst  farm  animals  (principally  calves)  is 
an  increasing  public  health  hazard. 

b'hen  notification  of  this  infection  is  received  from  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer,  enquiries  are  made  at  the  farr^  so  that  approprie.te 
advice  can  be  given  to  the  prevent  the  spread  to  mem.bcrs  of  the  farm  workers' 
families  or  the  general  public  through  the  nilk  supply. 

Unfortunately,  it  is  by  no  means  certain  that  all  instances  cone  to 
notice  as  there  is  no  statutory  duty  placed  on  a  farmer  or  priva,te  veterincry 
surgeon  to  notify  such  outbreaks  amongst  farm  animals,  either  to^^the 
Divisonal  Veterinary  Officer  or  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  oalth.
